BRILLIANT BRITISH VICTORY

- Boer Positions Stormed and Carried by
General Methuen’s Infantry.

Buller Controlling Cables and Little News Can Be Received—Four

Important Battles Believed to Have Occurred or
to Be Impending.

ORANGE RIVER, Nov, 27.—The British arms bave
achieved a brilliant victory. The enemy, strongly entrenched,
held & range of hills commanding both sides of the railrond
at Rooi Laagte, near Graspan. The Lancashires, under
Lewis, reconnoitered in i armored train Friday.
